Feople often ask the meaning of the 
egal expression "nisi prius." 
LiteraV 
;y interpreted it means "unless before," 
a name given to the sittings of a court 
for the trial of civil causes. 
Judges on 
circuit, besides trying prisoners, have 
the power to give decisions in causes 
of complaints between private parties 
and when so acting are called judges 
of "nisi prius." 
Formerly 
when 
the 
circuits were less frequent the sheriff 
w a s commanded 
"by writ" to bring 
the Jury and witnesses from the coun­ 
ty where the action arose to Westmin­ 
ster, Gloucester or Winchester o n a 
certain day, but when the assizes be­ 
came frequent a "nisi 
prius" clause 
was 
inserted in the 
writ 
containing 
these words: "Unless before that day 
our Justices shall come to your county 
and take the assizes there." As it hap­ 
pened that the assizes always did take 
place before the date named in the 
writ the clause was practically useless 
and now remains only as a name for 
those civil causes to which until re­ 
cently it referred.—Dundee Advertiser.

written without Dickens' p e r m i s s i o n - 
round "Oliver Twist" and banned by 
the lord chamberlain owing to the re­ 
alistic w a y in which B1H Slkes mur­ 
dered Nancy. 
His lordship's Jurisdic­ 
tion did not extend to w h a t were then 
called 
the 
"minor theaters," so the 
play was for many years a -standing 
dish at the "Vic" and thrilled the gal- 
leryltes with fierce emotions, no mat­ 
ter how many times they had seen i t 
"Nancy w a s always dragged round the 
stage by her balr," writes John Hoi- 
lingsbead, "and after this effort Slkes 
always looked up defiantly a t the gal­ 
lery. 
H e was 
always 
answered by 
one lond and fearful curse, yelled by 
the whole m a s s like a Handel festival 
chorus. 
When Slkes seemed to dash 
Nancy's 
brains out on the 
stage a 
thousand outraged voices, which sound­ 
ed like ten thousand, filled the theater 
and deafened the audience 
below."— 
London Chronicle. 


First War Correspondent. 


The first war correspondent, accord­ 
ing to n theory propounded by Suther­ 
land Edwards, appears to have been 
Homer, w h o wns sent by the editor of 
an Argos pnper called the Cbronos to 
describe the siege of Troy. 
Hostilities 
lasted only about seren 
weeks, 
and 
when they came to on end the Greek 
chiefs were in no hurry to return to 
their wives. 
Homer w a s a good sort, 
and as he drew a large salary and a 
handsome allowance for expenses from 
the Chronos he readily accepted 
the 
scheme propounded by the wise Ulys­ 
ses—to keep the w a r going to the col­ 
umns of his paper so long ns he could 
manage to write ubout i t H i s letters 
were 
too good 
not t o publish, 
and 
meantime the Greek chiefs bud an en­ 
joyable time at Troy and elsewhere. 
Reissued in book form as "The Iliad" 
these early 
examples of war 
corre­ 
spondence have enjoyed a wider cir­ 
culation than was possible even in the 
columns 
of the Chronos. — Losdon 
Graphic.

George Stephenson, who was born In 
Wylnm, 
England. J u n e 9, 17S1. l i e 
w a s 
engineer nt n coliiery 
when 
he 
Invented n traveling engine to d r a w 
wagons along a t r a m w a y . 
Stephen 
son's first locomotive attained a speed 
of six miles nn hour. 
Improvement 
after improvement w a s made, not only 
in the locomotive, but in t h e rails, and 
in 1S22 Stephenson 
opened 
t h e first 
railway, 
which 
was eight 
miles In 
length. 
In 1829 his locomotive, the 
Rocket, reached n speed of thirty-five 
miles a n hour, winning t h e prize of 
$2,500 offered 
by t h e Liverpool nnd 
Manchester 
railway 
company. 
T h e 
entire system of railway 
loco'motlon, 
with 
stations, 
signals, 
tenders 
and 
carriages, w a s completed with t h e in­ 
auguration of the Liverpool and Man­ 
chester line in 1830. Stephenson w a s 
largely 
instrumental 
in 
establishing 
all t h e English nnd foreign lines dur­ 
ing t h e first period of railroading. 
H e 
died in 1848.

Encouragement of vocational educa­ 
tion is provided In a measure prepar­ 
ed by the State Board pf Education 
and introduced in the legislature by 
Senator Strobridge of Alameda coun­ 
ty, and numbered Senate Bill 236, The 
purpose of the bill is to give oppor­ 
tunity 
for 
agricultural, 
Industrial, 
trade, commercial and all other prac­ 
tical subjects in

seventh 
and 
eighth grades 
of 
any 
elementary 
school. 
The act provides for 
state 
aid to any schools teaching these sub­ 
jects to the extent of one-third of the 
amount expended in instruction in vo­ 
cational subjects. 


The main purpose of the act is to 
encourage 
the 
establishment 
and 
maintenance of courses of instruction 
in the public schools, that will pre­ 
pare, In some skilled occupation, the 
youths of the state, who are not for­ 
tunate enough to secure such training 
elsewhere or in the university 
or 
technical schools. 
The act not only 
provided state aid for practical 
vo­ 
cational 
courses 
in 
the 
regular 
schools, but it also provides 
for 
the 
establishment 
and 
support 
of 
day 
continuation and 
special 
vocational 
schools * and 
evening 
vocational 
schools. 
* 


At the present time, barring private 
technical schools, the 
state 
univer­ 
sity and state normal schools are the 
only 
real 
free 
public 
vocational 
schools in California, and since they 
provide a training for less than 10 
per cent of the youths of the state, 
the remaining 90 per cent are turned 
out from the schools 
without 
any 
training whatever in occupational pur­ 
suits, which 
they 
might 
follow 
to 
make a living. 
In this age of special­ 
ization, the youth who has ended his 
period of schooling without acquiring 
any craft 
knowledge, 
Is 
seriously 
handicapped and very liable to drift 
into habits of idleness and instability 
which seriously Impairs his 
citizen­ 
ship. 


Furthermore the measure advocated 
by the State Board of Education pro­ 
vides state aid for vocational 
guid 
ance, so that the young people may 
secure expert advice before choosing 
a vocational course 
in 
the 
schools, 
or upon entering an occupation after 
leaving 
school. 
Provision is 
also 
made for vocational 
surveys by all 
local boards of education establishing 
vocational educational courses in their 
schools. 
This is considered essential 
in order that particular' 
occupations 
may not be crowded by preparing too 
many individuals along the same line.
